1V .— E x pi a nations o f the estimates for 1836, with 
some suggestions on the probable changes till 
1842. 
T he basis on which the above estim ates rests, will 
now be exhibited and explained. 
fu the peculiar condition of the country at this tim e, 
Without any debt to absorb our surplus receipts, and 
amidst the great changes, which have recently hap­ 
p e n e d , and will probably continue to happen, in our 
w h o le revenue and expenditures, till after the essen- 
ctial alterations made by existing laws shall cease in 
1842, this Departm ent feels ¡round to enter more into 
detail than usual concerning the grounds of its esti­ 
m ates, and to disclose more fully every material con­ 
sideration which has led it to the results presented. 
Congress will thus be better enabled to judge of their 
accuracy and to correct any unintentional errors. For 
convenience in reference, a tubular statem ent is an­ 
nexed which presents separately for 1833, 1834, and 
1835, so far as the last is ascertained, the general es­ 
timates in one colum n, the actual appropriations in 
another, and the expenditures in a third. 
T o these 
are added, in other colum ns, the whole revenue, with 
the exports and imports for each of those years. For 
a similar reason the Register has been requested to 
have the detailed estim ates for 1836 prepared with a 
second colum n, showing against each the actual ap­ 
propriation in 1835 tow ards a like object. 
E xp la n a tion o f the estimates o f receipts fr o m Cus­ 
toms. 
In respect to the estim ated reccijUs in the T reasu­ 
ry for 1836, so far as derived from custom s, they 
have been computed on an importation of foreign 
merchandise, expected to he near the average of the 
last three years.; but much less than the im portation 
of the year ending in Septem ber, 1835. 
U nder our present system of revenue, derived usu­ 
ally in the ratio of 3-4 to 6-7 from custom s, the 
amount of imports have a very im portant bearing on 
our whole receipts. 
T h e amount of exports is like­ 
wise m aterial, as in some degree influencing the im­ 
ports, and in the present condition of the country 
throwing much light on its great agricultural prosper­ 
ity, and furnishing with the others, highly useful in­ 
dications concerning the extent and increase of our 
foreign comm erce. 
T he imports during the year ending Septem ber 
30th, 1835, are ascertained and estim ated at # 1 5 1 .- 
RRO.afiSL 
T hey show , com pared with the preceding year, an 
increase of 1**24,509,036. 
Those during the three 
past years have on an average been about # 12 8 ,0 0 0,- 
670. 
T he exports during the past year are ascertained 
and estimated at #118,955,239 ; of these # 9 8 ,5 3 1 ,- 
026 w ere in dom estic, and #20,424,213 in foreign 
products. 
Com pared w ith the preceding year they 
exhibit an increase of #14,618,266. 
As some evidence, that our estim ates of the whole 
importations the ensuing year are founded on correct 
data, it appears from a docum ent annexed giving 
their am ount from 1790, that they have constantly 
and sometimes largely fluctuated betw een particular 
years, though comparing most term s of a few consec­ 
utive years with former ones they have generally in­ 
creased. 
T hus the whole imports during the five 
years prior to 1835 exceeded those of any former 
period of similar length by nearly fifty millions, ex­ 
cept on one occasion, alm ost thirty years since, when 
they approached near, and another, about tw enty 
years siuce, when they exceeded their recent am ount , 
in consequence, at the former period, of our extraor­ 
dinary sliare in the carrying trade, and at the latter 
one, of the large dem ands to supply the deprivations, 
w hich had been caused by w ar, and to m eet the in­ 
creased calls of num erous new comm ercial enter­ 
prises, fostered by returning peace. 
But the very 
fact of our recent im portations having been so large, 
is one o f the causes why a considerable diminution 


¡11 the whole am ount in 1836, is anticipated. 
Some 
further causes will hereafter be specified, in connec­ 
tion w ith other considerations, w hich, it is believed, 
will tend to produce the sam e conviction. 
W hen we 
proceed to examine the free or dutiable character, 
rather than the am ount of our imports during only a 
few years past, w ith a view to estim ate more critical­ 
ly the revenue which will probably be received from 
them in 1836, and to form some general conjectures 
upon the subject thence forward to 1842, it is a fact, 
deserving careful notice, that while the whole am ount 
o f im ports has for some years been increasing, that 
portion paying duties has greatly dim inished, and at 
the game tim e, the portion exported and entitled to 
draw back, has not diminished in a similar ratio. 
A statem ent is subjoined, which furnishes impor­ 
tant details on this point since the late great changes 
in the taritF. 
T h e general results from them are, that while the 
im portations paying duties have fallen oil 
¡11 1833 
about eleven millions, and in 1834 about seventeen 


millions in the last two years, and produce m ost of 
the above dilVerences in the character of out* imports. 
VI ith a view to enable Congress to form a just esti­ 
mate of the probable receipts from customs the ensu­ 
ing year, there should he made to nnv changes occa­ 
sioned by the above causes, such additions and dim ­ 
inutions for the past and tin* future as are required 
by the difference, which often happens betw een the 
: amount o f duties act ruing and the am ount actually 
received ¡11 any particular year. 
In some instances this difference happens by large 
changes in the am ount of bounties paid or duties r e ­ 
funded ; or, as in 1883, by the substitution o f cash 
duties for credits, and by giving short instead of lon­ 
ger credits, and in others, by the bonds due after the 
com m encem ent of some years, us in 1834, having 
been larger in amount than in 1835, some having 
been given for duties 011 certain articles, which after­ 
w ards became free, and otfiers having been given for 
more duties on the sam e kind and amount o f articles 
before the biennial reduction took effect, than they 
were subject to afterw ards. 
W ithout new legisla­ 
tion, however, none of these circum stances, except 
the last one, can operate much hereafter till 1842 ; 
and the effect of that will generally not exceed a 
quarter of a million of dollars, and is a gain to be felt 
not till 1837. 
A nother difference arises som etimes 
from larger collections o f old debts due for custom s, 
as when in 1835, but not anticipated in 1836, nearly 
one quarter of a million has been collected on a sin­ 
gle claim, originating as long as ten years ago, inde­ 
pendent of many smaller collections on still older 
claims. 
T h e only remaining difference o f m uch im ­ 
portance in our receipts from custom s the ensuing 
year, compared with the last one, will, probably re­ 
sult from the biennial reduction in duties of nearly a 
million of dollars, which the existing laws provide 
shall take place after the close of the present month. 
T his reduction of duties might, under some circum ­ 
stances, be chiefly obviated by an increased im porta­ 
tion and consumption of foreign merchandise. 
But 
it has been already stated, that the whole im porta­ 
tions w ere of late so unusually large, as with other 
causes hereafter explained, not only to forbid any 
reasonable expectation of their increase in 1836, but 
to render a reduction probable ; and, it is further be­ 
lieved, a careful inquiry will show , that the consum p­ 
tion of all kinds o f foreign merchandise in the United 
States has generally enlarged in a sm aller ratio than 
is supposed by m any, and especially that the use o f 
such as pays duties, which is the cardinal tests of 
our receipts from custom s, will rather lessen than in­ 
crease in 1836, and be not materially enlarged till 
after 1842. 
By the table before referred to, w hich 
is the m ost accurate the records o f the T reasury 
enable me to prepare, it will he seen w hat our con­ 
sum ption of foreign m erchandise of all kinds has been 
during each of the last forty-five years. 
By compar­ 
ing, not single years w ith others, but a series o f three 
years, as for instance, 1792, ’93, and ’94, with 
other similar series after intervals of ten years, and 
paying less regard to the first and third series, as the 
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ations at the tim e, and the latter being in a period of 
w ar, is too irregular for a guide, it* appears that the

last thirty years, and has been not equal to the in­ 
crease of our population during the sam e period bv 
over one and a half per cent. 
W hile the increase of 
the latter has also been very uniform, varying be­ 
tween every census, and for the whole time very 
steadily between four and a half and five per cent, 
that of the former has fluctuated largely, rising under 
the great impulse given to credit, industry, and en­ 
terprise, by the adoption of our Constitution, to near 
seven per cent, yearly, during most of the first ten 
years, and then falling to only about one per cent, 
the next tw enty years» 
A fter that, by one ol those 
custom ary tides in trade which alm ost periodically 
occur soon after checks to overtrading, an exhaustion 
of old stocks of goods, and enlarged means to pur­ 
chase, from abundant crops, their high prices, or any 
otlier cause, the rate o f increase in consum ption rose 
again ; and by reasoft o f so many free goods, and es­ 
pecially the unprecedented im ports of specie in 1833 
and 1834, am ounted, on an average, during the last 
ten years, to four per cent, annually. 
D educt, how­ 
ever, that excess of specie alone, and the increase 
would not much exceed three per cent, on the con­ 
sumption of all kinds of foreign m erchandise ; w hile 
on that of such merchandise as pays duties, there 
has, as before detailed, been a great decrease ; and 
there is 110 likelihood of m uch perm anent increase, 
till the whole importations shall be greatly augm ented 
or the tariff be again extended to a larger list ot arti­ 
cles. 
By the customary reflux of that tide fropi op­ 
posite causes, and the greater substitution of som e 
kinds of domestic products, it is believed that the above 
rate of increase as to all foreign articles, will again 
soon decline, and probably remain much below that 
of our population, until new legislation, or the essen­ 
tial alterations now going on in the tariff, shall m ate­ 
rially enlarge the am ount o f goods paying a low duty. 
As the capacity of the country to purchase foreign 
goods will, all other things remaining equal, be then 
enlarged in the ratio of w hat it does not pay for du­ 
ties, such alterations,w hen their influence shall be fully 
felt in 1842, w ill, as the great alterations in 1832 and 
1833 have already done, doubtless tend again to 
augm ent som ewhat the whole importations and con­ 
sumption of formgn articles. 
Another comparative 
view, perhaps more striking, of this consum ption is, 
that according to the value of the articles as estim at­ 
ed at the custom -house, its average am ount in 1790 
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Have prevent- 
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articles hits, w ithout doubt, dimiutshet 
than in quantity. 
But the difficulties before mentioned 
<‘d any further exhibit, coupled with tin 
that, in respect to the amount of duties, the inquiry 
now most pertinent and m aterial, the result, in the 
present stale of the tariff, would he much less impor­ 
tant than some might at first im agine, as it would lie 
wholly unaltered in all cases of specific rates of du­ 
ty , w hether the values or the quantities be detailed in 
the statem ents, and equally unaltered in over half of 
all the foreign goods now im ported, they being at 
present free, and the rate of increase in their consum p­ 
tion by additions to our population, or other causes, 
having no influence w hatever on the revenue. 
H ence, in looking to the future, it is e-seutial to 
notice that, if the increase in consum ption of all for­ 
eign goods should continue to he on an average till 
1842, as large as during the last thirty years, il would by the sum o f probably more that) six nullum 
only add yearly about one and one-quarter millions I lari#, 
to the im ports of goods which are now dutiable, and 
on which the average revenue would not probably ex­ 
ceed two hundred and fifty thousand dollars per an­ 
num. 
But, it is presum ed that the increasing substi­ 
tution in our im portations for consum ption, of free 
for dutiable goods, w hen the form er will answ er the 
desired purposes of the com m unity, will, on account 
of their com parative cheapness, make the free rathei 
than the dutiable goods usually increase, and be fre­ 
quently in a rat io quite large enough to'counteract or 
neutralize the effects o f any tendency to augment the 
revenue by an increased consum ption of ull kinds ot 
foreign goods. 
T he comm ercial returns for 1835 were not received 
so as to he used in any of the above com putations ; 
but, so far as now ascertained and estim ated, they 


received from this source, w as, for reasons then 
stated, calculated lull a million higher than it had 
ever been before, and was described u- still too low* 
it the i lepurtment had not anticipated that large wiles 
would be made lor the Indians, tlw proceeds ot 
which u ere not to go into tlm Treasury for public 
uses.

T h e exports o f dom estic produce the ensuing year 
w ill, as before rem arked, exert some influence on the 
am ount o f im portations, and hence on the revenue 
from customs. 
But the effect o f those exports on our 
im portations for im mediate consum ption, including 
all but specie, and other articles to he again exported, 
will in reality alw ays be less than is som etimes sup- 
posed ; provided the domestic supplies o f similar ar­ 
ticles should, as o f late years, continue rapidly to in­ 
crease, and should prove to be equal in quality, and 
not higher in price, than similar ones im ported from 
foreign nations. 
In that event, though the ability of 
the people to buy foreign goods will fortunately be 
greater, w here the exports are large, yet the perm a­ 
nent returns from abroad will generally be more in 
money to be expended at home, and less in goods to 
be consum ed. 
But the diversity of opinion which 
exists, concerning some o f these considerations, has 
led m e to subm it the docum ent annexed. 
From this it appears that our whole exports, of 
every kind, in the last five vearu u m' H ’*» *u -. 
i„uiers nil USD, nave not exceeded those, during a 
similar, term , from 1803 to 1807 inclusive, hut about 
forty millions, and being an excess 110 larger than at

Indeed, it will he seen that they have been alm ost .1 
hundred per cent, larger than they w ere in any simi­ 
lar term o f years previous to 1816, and have exceed­ 
ed those during such a term only ten years ago, by 
the sum of about one hundred and fifteen millions, a 
difference greater than the whole am ount of all our 
exports of domestic products during the first five 
years under our present form o f governm ent. 
T h e 
recent average rate o f increase in these exports, how­ 
ever, has not been large, independent o f the article 
of cotton ; nor is it likely to augm ent during tin* few 
ensiiin«! 
years. 
Adopting a comparison between 
every term o f ten years, from l7 9 2 -’3, and ’4, to 
1832, ’3, and ’4, and including all articles, it appears 
that the w hole exports o f domestic produce exhibit 
an increase in the last thirty years o f less than three 
per cent, annually, or a rate considerably lower than 
that of our population, though, in the previous term 
o f ten years, by the great prosperity tiotn our new 
form o f governm ent, and the rapid progress in the 
cultivation of cotton, that increase was near eight per 
cent. ; and in the high price and large exports o f this 
article in the last term of ten years, it has been about 
five per cent, annually. 
But as that price has of late 
been unusually high, and is now low er, and as the 
dem and for cotton abroad in the ensuing year is not 
likely to exceed, if it equals, the late custom ary ratio, 
and on which some interesting tacts may In* seen in 
the statem ent annexed, the value o f our whole do­ 
mestic exports (over one-half of which now consists 
of cotton) will probably be less in 1836 than in 1835. 
T h is result, therefore, fortifies, rather than im pairs, 
the correctness of the dim inished estim ate ol our 
whole im portations in 1836, and of the anticipated 
receipts o f duties therefrom. 
O n the w hole, then, as the biennial reduction in

pend in part on estim ates, their am ount and character 
have not been introduced into this comparison.

In illustration of some of these views, 
it is a rem arkable fact, that, o f the whole quantity 
o f land surveyed and offered at public sale, from 1789 
to 1 831, lining about one hundred and tw enty-tw o 
millions o f acres, not one-third of it has been sold for 
any purpose w hatever; and that the whole 
receipts, 
being little under fifty millions o f dollars, from the 
whole sales of public lands during that period, have 
furnished only a small am ount, not exceeding three 
or four millions o f nett revenue, beyond the whole 
eost, in various w ays, attending their 
purchase and 
managem ent. 
But a considerable nett revenue from them , hereaf­ 
ter if neither given aw ay nor divided, can w ith safe­ 
ty be expected, and they would then tend to furnish 
that relief under the common burdens, and that aid 
tow ards tin* common and legitimate objects of the 
Union, w hich were intended to be promoted by their 
original cession to the (leneral G overnm ent. 
T h e
